PRODUCERS NOT LICENSED. 


The licensing system of the 


Food Control act. which went into 
effect Nov. 1, does not apply to 
producers. Xeithor does it apply 
to consumers. 
Both, however, 


are the chief beneficiaries of the 
system, and for this reason both 
the producer and consumer are 
asked by the Food Administration 
to give iultest co-operation in 
making it a success. 


The licensing system is direct- 


ed chiefly at wasteful and unfair 
practices in the handling of food 
products between, the producer 
and consumer, eliminating unjusti- 
fiable sales from one v.-holesaler 
to another, stopping speculation in 
"futures" »ad having food han- 
dled in the most direct route from, 
the producer to the consumer. 


The producer is expected to 


benefit in several indirect ways. 
One ss a greater public demand as 
the result of reasonable prices to 
the consumer, made possible by 
a leas expensive distributing sys- 
tem. Another benefit -will be the 
confidence of the producer, know- 
ing that his products are handled 
under gox'ernment supervision.
